Men of the high 
tjpe of General Armstrong, of Hamp- 
ton, and United States Commissioner of 
Education Eaton give their best efforts 
to it 
Tho addresses on tho subject of 


Indian education before the convention 
of teachers now sitting at Madison arc 
listened to with evident interest This 
sentiment is strongest among those who, 
like the devotees of tho canso of the no- 
ble red men in Boston, have never seen, 
an Indian and have only a literary ac- 
quaintance with him, but that is noth- 
ing 
All sentiments act in this way. 


It was not the men who were iieur tho 
negro who placed his emancipation even 
above tbo preservation of tho Union.

D. W. Brermenaan'e Nam» Forged. 


to a Check for $5OO. 


It will be remembered that on Tuesday 


tbe D. W. Brenneman Bale ol horeee took 
place at Elm Grove farm, about two miles 
northwest of Maoon. During that day a 
stranger appeared at R. H. Woodcock & 
Co.'s bank at Maoon, with a check for 
$500 with the name of D. W. Brenneman 
attached. W. H. Brooke, partner of Mr. 
Woodcock, woe in charge of the bank at 
tbe time, 8 p. m., Mr. W. having gone 
over to the sale. Tbe man with the check 
pretended to be in a great hurry and said 
Mr. Brenneman wanted the money to 
make change. He would like to have it 
in 85 and 810 billa if possible. Mr. 
Brooks paid over the money, end tbe 
stranger left the bank and soon afterward 
disappeared in the direction of Elm Grove 
farm. The check, which has proved to 
be a rank forgery, was sent to the Deoa- 
tnr National Bank yesterday morning, 
but it was not closely examined until four 
o'clock last evening, when J. A. Mem- 
weather, one of the book-keepers, pro- 
ceeded to charge up the checks received 
during tbe day. At the first glance Jack 
snw tbe Mncon check was a forgery, and 
Mr. Bronneman was called in to examine 
it. He pronounced it a forgery, and Mr. 
Bright nt once telephoned R. H. Wood- 
cock ut Mecon to that effect. Naturally 
tho startling information created a deci- 
ded sensation in the Macon bank, and 
steps wore at once taken to investigate 
the mutter. Mr. Brooks, who paid over 
the money, can give only an imperfect 
description of the slick stranger who told 
the plausible story in his hurry end got 
awny with the money. It is not likely 
thut ho will ever be caught, as he doubt- 
lees walked to some station below Macon 
and left for parts unknown on the first 
train. Efforts are being made by the 
Mnoon parties to capture the fellow. 


The check was returned to the Macon 


bonk to-day. It was drawn in favor of 
one John Williams, a farmer who lives 
cast ot Mncon, but that gentleman did not 
got the money, neither does ho know any- 
thing ot the fjrgery. 
The forger simply 


put Williams' name on tho check to hood- 
wink tho banker. It is stated that Mr, 
Brooks, who psid over tbe money, will 
have to stand the loes.
